to the front

qu ence, but th ou gh t a nd pa triotism w hich 
even 
our forefa thers could not ha ve ou t­ 
done. 
The press reports published from day to 
day gi\ e but an Imperfect picture of the 
groat speeches delivered on the question of 
wa r or peace In Cuba .

Oddly unlike, hut a credit to a ny 
sta te in the U nion, are the tw o sena tors 
from M a ssa chusetts.

7 HE FOODS WE EAT. 


T a rim * Kinds and W ha t They Are Sever­ 
a lly Good For. 
Na ture supplies us with two complete 
foods, milk and eggs, which conta in in 
the proper proportions all the necessary 
elements f o r the sustenance of our bod­ 
ies. 
As these are the only complete 
foods it is necessary in the absence to 
have mixed foods, and it is in the m ix­ 
ing that mista kes occur, because the fat 
forming, muscle forming 
and 
other 
parts are taken in wrong proportions, 


s o m e in excess and others the reverse. 
Left to his own taste primitive ma n in ­ 
variably selects the best food. 
This in ­ 
stinct, however, is defective at the pres­ 
ent day. For children food rich in bone 
forming substances is necessary. Among 
muscle forming foods the follow ing are 
the best and most common: Oatmeal 
porridge, 
with rich m ilk and whole 
meal bread buttered; mea t is a highly 
condensed food of this class. To men of 
sedentary occupation a free use of mea t 
is injurious. 
For men enga ged at hard 
ma nua l labor a generous mea t diet is 
admirable. 
Vegeta bles conta in but little nourish­ 
ment, but are useful as blood purifiers 
and also supply bulk to the food, which 
is necessary to give the consumer sa tis 
faction. 
Milk should never be taken 
w ith meat, because they are both rich 
in one substance. 
Tea should not be 
taken w ith mea t 
either, 
because 
it 
renders the mea t tough and indigesti­ 
ble. Beef ranks first as a muscle former 
and mutton next. 
Pork makes a very 
digestible dish, and fowl and bacon are 
a very usftful and pa la ta ble dish. Cere­ 
a ls enter la rgely into our diet and arc 
of much value, because they supply food 
or starch as well as muscle food. 
Pota ­ 
toes provide little nutriment, hut with 
plenty of milk, which supplies the pre­ 
cise ingredients they lack, a good diet 
is formed. 
Sugar is w ell worthy of notice, and 
the ch ild ’s love of it is a perfectly 
hea lthy instinct and should a lw a ys be 
gratified in reason. 
Fruits are good 
blood purifiers and should be considered 
as essentia ls rather than luxuries. Beef 
tea conta ins 
scarcely any nutriment 
wha tever and is almost purely a stim u ­ 
lant. 
A dog fed on beef tea starved to 
death, w hile another fed on refuse meat, 
throve. 
Tea, injurious if taken in e x­ 
cess, provides, if taken in moderation, 
a i iost refreshing drink. Many scientists 
recommend its use about tw o hours be j 
fore our principal meal and without 
foi d. 
Coffee is a stimula nt, unlike all j 
others, in fact, that it is followed by no 
reaction. It stimula tes tho brain and is 
ca lled an intellectua l drink. 
Cocoa d e- \ 
serves to be classed as a food.— Pitts-j 
burg Dispatch.

The land was former 
ly very soft and swampy, but it has 
been filled up or drawn out by hundreds 
of pumps, which are worked either by 
w indmills or steam engines.

ter is pumped into canals, which take 
the place of streets, and the people go 
about on them in summer in little boats 
drawm by horses or by dogs, and in 
winter they travel merrily over the ice 
on skates, which men, women and chil­ 
dren use with ease and grace.
